MISSISSIPPI RIVER 


Excursion B.at Goes Down 
Soon After Hundreds of 
Girls Land in Alton.“

St. Louis, Mo., June 20, 3 a. m.- [Special. 
The excursion steamboat Majestic struck a 
water tower in the Mississippi river eight 
miles above this city at 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing and sank. 

At first the vessel was reported as carrying 
Several hundred girl passengers and that 
there was a great loss of life. 

No Passengers on Boat. 

Later information was that the boat had 
been out for an excursion, carrying mainly 
Bell telephone operators from Alton and 
nearby towns, that ite passengers left the 
boat at Alton and that the vessel proceeded 
then with the crew only to its dock at St. 
Louis. : 

The accident happened while the boat was 
en route from Ailton to this city. _ 

The Majestic is one of the fleet of the Eagle 
Packet company. The officials of this com- 
pany say the boat carried mo passengers at 
the time it foundered. 

Watchman Saw Ship Sink. 

First news of the accident reached this city 
at 2:20 a. m., when a watchman on the river 
front reported to officials at the municipal 
water plant that he had seen the boat strike 
the tower and sink. 

Immediately police and firemen with boa 
went to the scene. Ambulances were sent 
up on both the Missouri and Illindis sides of 
the river. ,

of a great disaster and loss of life were hap- 
pily unfounded.

The number of men in the crew and their

KILLS 205 OF 225 


Only Twenty Workers Live 
After Blast at Hill- 
crest, Alberta. 


GASES DEAL OUT DEATH. 


Hillcrest, Alberta, June 19.— An explosion 
today entombed 225 of the 690 coal miners 
employed in mine No, 30 of the Hillcrest Col- 
lieries, Ltd. 

Of the forty-three rescued late today twen- 
ty were living tonight. 

Despite the efforts of the forty mine ex- 
perts laboring in the death dealing gases, no 
hope of rescuing alive the 182 men yet in the 
mine is expressed. 
Thomas Quigley, superintendent of the 
mine. and Thomas Corkel, official of the 
miners’ union, are among the entombed. 

It ig generally believed the explosion was 
due to the forming of gases. 

At dusk a silent group of white faced wives 
and mothers stood at the mouth of the mine, 
which had been closed by the explosion, still] 
hopeful that the scientifically equipped ex- 
perts would bring their loved ones to the 
surface. 

As the night wore on, however, many of the 
women turned sadly homeward, having given 
up hope. ‘ 


Explosion Shakes Countryside. 
The explosion, which occurred about 9 
o’clock this morning, shook the countryside 
for miles, lifted the roofs from many miners’ 
cabins, and demolished numerous small 
buildings. 

A moment after the explosion panic 
stricken surface workers rushed from the 
mine. A dense cloud of smoke and poison- 
ous fumes beiched from the pit. 

Appeais for help were dispatched to many 
towns, and in the meantime residents or- 
ganized am emergency crew and turned 
feeble and ineffective hands toward the work 
of rescue. 

When the first rescue crew arrived this 
afternoon a large force of men set about to 
clear the shaft, turning desperately from one 
point to another as the moans of the en- 
tombed men came feebly from the mine. 
The moans became fainter and fainter and 
finally ceased. 

Thousands of tons of rock have fallen into 
the mine and it is feared the men, even had 
they escaped death from the poisonous fumes, 
probably were crushed by the falling debris. 


Experts Handicapped by debris, 
Early tonight two more trains filled with 
expert mine workers, doctors, nurses, ang 
officials of railways arrived and the work of | 
rescue was begun in a systematic manner, 
As the experts entered the mine they round. 
jumbled in @ cheotic mass, horses, timbers, 
wagons, and mining paraphernalia, tne 
amount of debris being indicative of the foree 
of the explosion. | :

EDWARD B. RYAN DIES AT 
HIS RESIDENCE IN DULUTH. 


Old Time Employe of Chicago and 
Northwestern Railroad Passes Away 
— With Road Fifty-three Years. 


Edward B. Ryan, for fifty-three years in 
the employ of the Chicago and Northwestern 
railway, died in Duluth yesterdaay.

And before he pro- 
duced any of the so-called evidence he 
claimed to have uncovered to the courts, 
prosecutor, or police, he went about the coun- 
try peddling the information out to news- 
papers with a view of gaining notoriety for 
himself, and lost no opportunity to score 
the police officials who had been in charge of 
the case.

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AGREE ON NEW TAXICAB LAW 
TO SOLVE PARMELEE PROBLEM 


Council Committeemen Decide Ordi- 
mance Is Necessary to Put All Firms 
on One Basis. 
Definite lines for an effort to place the own- 
ers of all public motor cabs on the same basis 
were agreed’ upon yesterday by a subcom- 
mittee of the council committee on judiciary. 

“A. revision of the ordinance is necessary,“ 
eaid Chairman n Kjellander. ‘‘ Every 
cab using public standa must be fauipped 
with a taximeter. All other cabs, such as 
those that. operate from garages only on 
calls, must conform to the city’s rates. 
Those will be the features of the new ordi- 

The subcommittee heard representatives of 
the cab owners, many of whom opposed the 
formerly proposed ordinance requiring all 
such vehicles to be equipped with meters. 
Some said their business is transacted only 
with regular customers and meters are not 
necessary. 

The primary purpose of the inquiry has 
been to compel the Parmelee company to 
bring its charges for cab service from the 
railroad stations into conformity with the 
city rates. The subcommittee was advised 
this could be accomplished without compel- 
ling the installation of meters. 

„The law department holds,“ said Loring. 
R. Hoover, assistant corporation counsel, 
“that the council has full power. It may 
require that all public cabs, regardless of 
whether they use the public stands, be re- 
quired to put on meters. Or it can require 
those using those stands to put on meters 
and limit the owners of all other cabs to 
the maximum charges fixed by the ordi- 
nance.”’

THE COLOMBIA TREATY. | 

It is difficult to accept as sincere the plea 
made by Secretary Bryan in defense of the 
present proposed Colombian treaty—na me- 
ly: that negotiations of Mr. Taft and Mr. 
Knox to somewhat the same effect impelled 
him. | 
Mr. Taft’s consideration of the credit of 
Mr. Roosevelt's policies and acts was not 
above the same weighty suspicion under 
which Secretary Bryan’s labors. In fact, 
Mr. Taft’s spirit toward the man who made 
him president was one of the least credit- 
able characteristics of his succession. 

But, waiving, for the sake of the para- 
mount issue, these unpleasant phases of the 
question, the fact remains that neither Sec- 
retary Bryan nor President Wilson, much 
lese the United States senate, is in any 
tense bound to follow a bad lead. Colombia 
was not committed and now has no claim 
that she lacked before the negotiations of 
Mr. Taft and Mr. Knox, who, we believe, 
Mr. Bryan has not adopted in other matters 
as a diplomatic guide. 

The facts for our consideration should 
not be confused by any such imaginary com- 
plications. The facts the nation thinks of 
are that Mr. Bryan is asking us to make 
a solemn, formal apology for acts of which 
we are not and ought not to be ashamed and 
that we are giving material weight to our 
humility by an excessive payment of cash 
and special privileges. 

This is offensive to our self-respect. It 
is offensive to our sense of justice. It is 
offensive to our common sense and to our 
honorable pride in a great achievement and 
splendid service to civilization. 

If Mr. Bryan thinks he has any material 
facts unknown to the American people 
which would reverse their approval of the 
farseeing and essentially idealistic action of 
President Roosevelt when he refused to 
permit a small governing cabal in a minor 
nation to block a project of world-wide 
beneficence, let him bring them forth. 

But Mr. Bryan, we are confident, has no 
such facts, and he may well feel that upon 
the facts as they are known the judgiment 
of the American people will remain with 
Roosevelt. 

The American people, save for a small 
class of ddctrinaires and pacifists of the 
impossibilist type, do not and will not sym- 
pathize with the intemperate altruism which 


most friendly interpretation. They do not 


edging fault where they are not conscious 
of fault, where, on the contrary, they con- 
fidently believe they have honorable cause 
for patriotic pride and deserve the applause 
and gratitude of the civilized world—not 
excluding Colombia and the Colombian 
people. 

If we are asked to approve this treaty, 
not as an act of altruism, but as one of prac- 
tical statecraft, it still must offend good 
judgment. If President Wilson and Mr. 
Bryan think for a moment that Latin- 
American opinion ean be conciliated by a 
bargain such as is made by this treaty, they 
are more ignorant of the moral reactions 
and logical processes of the Latin-American 
mind than we have suspected—and we have 
had occasion to suspect much. The evi- 
dence is overwhelming that our forbearance 
with respect to Mexican insults and out- 
rages upon our flag, our official representa- 
tives, and our nationals has been rewarded 
by an increase, not of frien@ly feeling and 
understanding, but of migunderstanding 
and contempt. | 

Do Mr. Wilson and Mr. Bryan intend 
stubbornly to deny or to ignore this lesson 
and persist in acting upon a theory already 
disastrously discredited? 

In the interest of the national honor, in 
the interest of our future relations with 
Latin-America, which must be founded 
on mutual respect, the senate should refuse 
to concur in this ill-conceived treaty. It 
may be replaced by another, if a treaty 
is desirable, but that treaty should express 
no regret for interrupted relations which is 
not a mutual regret and which might not 
be expressed in any treaty composing any 
international difference. As for payments 
and concessions, if they are to be liberal, 
they should not be so liberal as to be inter- 
preted as reparation in any sense or degree.

CARE OF NEWBORN BABY. 


N yesterday’s article we answered a 

correspondent who wrote asking what 

should be done in case the baby were 

born before the doctor arrived. ‘The 

answer related what should be done to 
the mother. 

What should be done to the baby? 

If the child cries lustily upon arrival, 
breathes normally, and appears to be all 
right, nothing should be done for a while at 
least. It does no harm to lea ve à child 
attached to the cord for an hour’ or even 
two, As cutting the cord isa simple process, 
it ¢an be cut as soon as pulsation has 
stopped, and before if the baby or mother 
need attention, 

It is natural for a newborn baby to 
breathe at once and then to cry lustily. 
If the air does not cause the child to breathe 
it should be held by the feet, head down, 
and lightly slapped on the back with the 
palm of the hand. If this does not suffice, 
the baby’s body can be placed in warm 
water and then plunged in cool water, and 
removed at once to the warm. 

The use of alternating baths of warm and 
cold water is about as far as the friends 
can go without the doctor. Before starting 
efforts to make the baby breathe, run your 
little finger, covered with a handkerchief, 
into the baby’s mouth and clean out any 
mucus found. Go as far back as possible 
into the throat. 

Assuming that the baby has breethell 
satisfactorily, the cord has been cut, and 
the mother is resting quietly, the baby is to 
be ¢leaned. To begin with, the eyes are 
washed with soft sterile cloths or cotton 
dipped in a saturated solution of boric acid. 
The cloth used on one eye should not be 
put back into the solution. A fresh cloth is 
used for each eye, In addition, the doctor 
upon arrival will drop one drop of a 1 per 
cent solution of nitrate of silver into each 
eye. 

The head and then the body and limbe 
are thoroughly greased with olive oil, vase- 
line, or lard, to remove the cheeselike 
matter, then with soft cloths, warm water, 
and soap the grease is removed. The head 
is to be washed and dried before the body 
is washed. Pat the skin dry with soft 
cloths. The navel is dressed with sterile 
gauze. Previous to the bath and for a 
short time thereafter it is advisable to note 
the cord occasionally to be sure that there 
is no hemorrhage. 

As soon as the baby i is dressed, let mother 
and baby sleep for six or eight hebrs. Water 
can be given every three hours. The danger 
that too much will be done is fairly great; 
that too little will be da is slight.

FOODSTUFFS. 

J. W. C. ot Utah writes: Nature has pro- 
vided many ways of keeping well, and prob- 
ably if all its laws were strictly observed ag 
to body and mind, there would be less work 
for the doctors. It is said various foods, both 
animal and vegetable, contain certain chem- 
ical elements which are necessary to good. 
health and proper functional operations of 
the human body. Whether this is true or not 
I know not. I know that asparagus gives a 
very decided odor to the urine, whether bene- 
ficial or not I cannot say. Fish has been said 
to provide brain food and strawberries and 
lettuce iron. I have understood that admin- 
istration of lime in some form or other to 
growing children improves their bones. 
What I would like especially to know is 
whether there is anything administered 
either as a medicine or through elimination 
from food stuffs which will retard to any 
considerable extent the decay or diminution 
of usual functions of the bones with regard 
to the nerves; and if go, I would like to know 
what it is and how administered. In other 
words, to keep the bones in the condition 
they are at 50 years of age in status quo as 
long as possible. The bones of some are O. K. 
at 80°to 90 years.“ 

REPLY. 

I think it is definitely proved that the claims 
that certain foods feed certain organs and that 
by giving certain foods you stimulate the growth 
or function of certain organs are fallacious. The 
men who advertise to do these things are quacks. 
In fact, people having become too intelligent for 
the old style quackery, the born quacks are ex- 
ploiting this fleld. 

This matter of bone foods lends itself to in- 
vestigation. Stock men have tried it from every 
angle and they have found there is nothing in it. 
Of course, absolute lime starvation results in 

but a certain minimum quantity of as- 
similable lime having been reached any changes 
made above that make no difference either way. 

Another field thoroughly explored by tho stock 
men is that of foods to produce milk, particularly 
cow’s milk. What counts is the cow, her in- 
heritance, her digestion, and her health. If she 
is starved, producing milk suffera with her other 
functions but, given enough food of proper 
balance and easy of digestion, her milk is not m- 
fluenced by varying the articles therein. There 
are no brain foods or bone foods.

Sir Claude is one of the most picturesque 
characters in English life. He has been in 
turn a sailor [a fellow midshipman of Ad- 
miral Lord Charles Beresford], an officer 
in the English army [subaltern of the Riffe 
brigade], a cavalryman in the German army 
during the Franco-Prussian war of 1870, a 
war correspondent, a champion swimmer, a 
champion balloonist, and was for many years 
champion amateur boxer of England. He 
holds the Royal Humane society medal for 
saving life from drowning, wag bitterly dis- 
appointed when Blondin refused to carry him 
on his back across the falls of Niagara on 
the tight rope, and has figured as an ama- 
teur picador in Spanish bull fights. 

On one occasion he even knocked down 
King Edward, when the latter was Prince of 
Wales. The heir apparent was visiting the 
channel squadron and was watching the 
working of a new gun on board the man of 
war Sultan. 

He had just turned to ask some question of 
the commander of the battleship, Capt: Van- 
sittart, when suddenly the windlass started 
and the handie, flying around with frightful 
velocity, would have struck the prince's 
head, killing him on the spot, had not Sir 
Claude, who was with him, quick as a flash, 
dragged his future sovereign back with so 
little ceremony and so much vigor as to bring 
him sprawling on the deck. As it was, the 
handle missed the prince's head by 6 itd 
an inch.

Sir Claude is passionately fond of riding 
and has broken pretty nearly every bone in 
his body steeplechasing. The last occasion 
of a mishap of this kind occurred a couple 
of years ago, when he was 68, and when his 
son and heir was one of the competitors in 
the race. At one time he was high sheriff 
of the county of Essex. High sheriffs are 
theoretically responsible for convicted mur- 
derers under sentence of death and legally 
accountable for their execution. 

Sir Claude took his duties so seriously to 
heart that on one occasion, when an execu- 
tion occurred at Colchester, the county town 
of Essex, he insisted upon being on the Scar - 
fold in order to see that there was no hitch 
in the proceedings. 

If there had been Sir Claude would have 
considered it to be his bounden duty to lend 
a hand and had prepared himself for this by 
acting as assistant to Berry, the official exe- 
cutioner, on the occasion of the hanging of 
the three Netherby hall murderers. 

While Berry pinioned Rudge and Martin, 
Sir Claude did the same for James Barker 
and adjusted the noose round his neck. 

On this becoming known an attempt was 
made to expel Sir Claude from some of his 
London clubs, but eventually the matter was 
dropped.

LAYS! Plays! Plays! 

They are the achievement of the hour. 
Whoever has ingenuity wishes to turn 
it to the making of drama. Whoever 
has an idea is impelled to set it forth 

dramatically. _ Whoever wishes to make a 
fortune without sacrificing picturesqueness, 
turns to the play! 
Tne table before me is well strewn with 
them: some oid, some new. There is Shaw 
obtruding himself with three plays and in- 
numerable introductory notes. He might 
well be set aside till the last if one were not 
afraid of his sardonic patience. It seems 
impossible to set Shaw aside at any time. 
He never even sets himself aside. I am 
convinced,” he says in the article which 
precedes one of the plays in the volume be- 
fore me, that Shakspeare was very like 
myself; in fact, if I had been born in 1656 
instead of 1856, I should have taken to blank 
verse and given Shakspeare a harder run 
for his money than all the other Elizabeth- 


+> ans put together.“ 

Which is so true that it almost ceases to 
be amusing. | 

The three plays in the book newly issued 
by Brentano’s are MISALLIANCE,” 
„Fanny's First Play.“ and The Dark Lady 
of the Sonnets.” The last is a bit of blithe 
extravagance, flecked at the close with a 
touch of Shavian jocularity, which is, of 
course, the most serious and arraigning joc- 
ularity in the world. Fanny's First Plax 
10 too well known to require comment, and 
one reads it to confirm one’s memory of 
the lines which have been 80 adequately 
apoken on the stage; and Misalliance isa 
bewildering mess of preposterous truths, 
tossed together like a pick-me-up salad, and 
served with an inimitable sauce. It it has 
a theme ‘it is that parents do not deserve 
respect unless they have done something 

to earn it. In other words, to bea parent, 
however aged, is not to be venerable un- 
less one has integrity to show for it. Filial 
devotion for flighty and hypocritical parents 
is much and wittily discouraged; whereas, 
on the other hand, a kind old woman with 
not all of her wits is beloved by every one 
in the play and out of it because she has 
the essential parental quality. 

It seems to be the fashion just now to say 
that Shaw is tiresome, that he is played 
out,“ that his mental gyrations fatigue, his 
tricks annoy, and his insolent interpreta- 
tion of life is passé. But this happens to 
be my day for being newly stimulated and 
fascinated by that sardonic and eternally 
surprising mind, with its torrential outpour- 
ing of ideas. 

The five plays of Lord Dunsany are some- 
thine’ new. Mitchell Kennerley publishes 
tem; Edwin) Bjorkman edits them and pro- 
vides a note of not unnecessary introduction, 
and the titles of them are: The Gode of 
the Mountain The Golden Doom,” King 
Argimenes and the Unknown Warrior,” “The 
Glittering Gate,” and The Lost Hat.“ 

Lord Dunsany has been, it appears, for the 
last ten years a pretty frequent ocntributor 

to English aid Anglo-Irish periodicals. He 
has previously published five volumes, The 
Gods of Pegana,” Time and the Gods,” 
“The Sword! of Welleran,” “ A Dreamer’s 
Tale,“ The Book of Wonders,” all prose 
pieces that defy accepted classification,” ob- 
gerves Mr. Bjorkman. Emphatically, the 
five little plays have the same quality. They 
offer new mythologies, unheard of countries, 
unknown gods, and they make unrecognized 
allusions. But so essentially imaginative 
are they that they do not, after all, seem 
strange. They fit into the dim but beautiful’ 


fabric of lovely things almost unknown or 


“half forgotten which, forever oscillating in 
the breeze of memory, forever provides the 
background to the palpitant new and realized 
things of beauty which occupy our present 
meed of attention. 

Lord Dunseny. understands well the struc- 
ture of a play; and having conscientiously 
attended to his scaffolding, he uses it to erect 

- palaces of beauty and dread, and characters 
which are all the more arresting because 
they have no incunabula, but seem to emerge 
from the purple mists of an imaginable, but 
not existent world. There is something in- 
describably ancient about these contempo- 
rary plays, which cannot be communicated 
by the reviewer. They must be read—and are 
herwith recommended to the reading of all 
lovers of the rich and rare.

HE JOURNALS OF RALPH WAL- 
DO EMERSON ” are now in their 
complete form. We have been re- 
ceiving them volume by volume, 
and now the set is complete. Their 
compilation by E. W. Emerson and Waldo 
‘Forbes is surely a labor of love. The Jour- 
nals are in thorough book shape, well 
edited, and in every way inviting, and to 
none more so than an Emerson enthusiast. 
Emerson, like so many writers of his time, 
and of any time, has, after the first flush of 
admiration, suffered from a kind of passive 
condescension. It is not a healthy attitude 
toward any writer, this critic patronage, 
and if it exists toward Emerson—and I know 
that it exists—a thumbing. even of the 
Journals will do much as a-corrective. 
Emerson of the “ Journals ’’ is more truly 
himself than in the Essays. His keen, scin- 
tillating mind, when not put to the task of 
coherence and completeness, is the real Em- 
erson, the frank, suggestive, wholesome, and 
always surprising Emerson. He flits from 
truth to truth like a bee in a garden, but, un- 
_like the bee, his distillation is instantaneous, 
His most casual alighting upon truth bears 
it to us with new power. You come. upon 
history, literature, science, and religion in 
as many paragraphs, and always to some 
purpose. )

These last Journals cover the period ot 
the war and Emerson’s notes are rich ip 
patriotic feeling,He cannot understand how 
Europe, and especially England, can be in- 
different to the cause. Many of these jot- 
tings may be put with Henry James’ mem- 
ories of the war, but Mr. James recalls the 
tragic time through the long years after; 
Emerson sees all at the moment. 

“It is not a question whether we shall 
be a nation or-only a multitude of people; 
no, but whether we shall be a new nation, 
the leading guides and lawgivers of the world, 
as having clearly chosen and firmly held 
the simplest and best rule of political so- 
ciety. 9 

Before the war our patriotism was a fire- 
work, a salute, a serenade for holidays and 
summer evenings, but the reality was cot- 
ton thread and complaisance. Now the 
deaths of thousands and the determination 
of men and women show it real.“ 

One might reproduce pages of this com- 
ment, but these are close to so much rich 
comment on his readings, his friends, his 
travels, and above all, on his own age, that 
one group of ideas cannot be placed above 
the others. There are just judgments of 
every contemporary, expressed always with 
fascinating directness. I like this of Words- 
worth: 

“This rugged, rough countryman walks 
and sits alone, assured of his sanity and his 
inspiration, and writes to no public, sneered 
at by Jeffrey and Brougham, branded by 
Byron, yet himself no more dgubting the 
fine oracles that visited him than if Apollo 
had brought them visibly in his hand; and 
here and there a solitary reader in coun- 
try places had felt and owned them; and now 
so few years after it is lawful in that obese, 
material England to affirm that this is the 
genuine and the rest the impure metal.“

What strikes me in the Journals is 
the strong local attachment of Emerson. 
He praises his town; he loves his friends: 
his neighborhood is the source of fine 
thought, and his citizen duties are his de- 
light. He wasa schoolrustee; he writes of 


the young women whom he used to examine, | 


of the schools which he\supervised. Emer- 
son was not more intenested in the stars 
and beyond the stars thdn in district school 
teaching. The way ss Hosmer keeps 
her school was the best lesson I received in 
the preparatory school today. She knew 
so much, and carried it so well in her head, 
and gave it out so well, that the pupils had 
quite enough to think of and not an idle 
moment to waste on nolse or disorder. Ties 
the best recipe I know for school discipline.” 

He wanted Concord to have the best teach- 
ers and the best apparatus—namely: bulld- 
ing, furniture, books. ‘‘ School because it 
is the culture of our time and place, fit for 
the republic, fit for the times, which can 
no longer be reached and commanded by 
the church. The staple of Concord must 
be its teachers. We must furnish them to 
the south and west and make the staple the 
best in the world. We will make our schools 
such that no family which has a new home 
to choose can fail to be attracted hither as 
to the one town in whitch the best education 
can be secured.“ 


These journals contain the very last of 
Emerson's thought. He knew that he was 
old, but he had a philosophy for it. 

Old age brings along with its ugliness the 
comfort that you will soon be out of it— 
which ought to be a substantial relief to 
such discontented pendulums as we are. To

There are no reservations in this book, no 
asterisks which leave the reader up in the 
air about what the character has said, no 
omissions to satisfy the niceties of diction. 
The Cockney English with its casual and 
unmitigated profanity, the everyday banter- 
ing and bickering of a slothful, hungry mob 
is set down pitilessly and without regard 
for the reader's predilections. It is an accu- 
rate, unreservedly faithful depicture of the

It is a rough and uninviting company into 
which Tressall introduces us, and their lan- 
guage is harsh and grating on our nerves; 
but the most of us are thankful that he has 
given us this tract, for it is little more than 
a tract—this intimate few weeks’ history 
of the miserable, For those perennially 
youthful revolutionaries, Tressall's novel is 
perhaps the most effective weapon that has 
come into their possession for their logo- 
machy with the conservatives and reaction- 
aries who are the enemy.

Yesterday the investigator, P. O. Ftorence, 
was put on the witness stand in the Morals 
court at the trial of Washington Porter, mil- 
ltionaire septuagenarian, who owns the hotel 
property and is accused of having knowingly 
permitted it to be used for immoral purposes. 

Florence told the jury what he had seen 
through the hole. 

Before the investigator had finished a sen- 
sitive juror tried to stop the trial, but Mu- 
nicipal Judge Goodnow insisted the hearing 
continue.

Room on Top Floor.

He told the court 
he had worked for the Pittsburgh morals 
commission, which is supported chiefly by 
contributions from Mrs. William K. Thaw, 
Harry K. Thaw’s mother. 

W. C. Dannenberg, city morals inspector, 
and Serg. P. J. Murphy of the Chicago ave- 
nue polife station, told of raids made by them 
on the Medinah. Eight men and eight wom- 
en were arrested in Murphy's raid. Dannen- 
berg's men, finding only two or three cou- 
ples in the place, made no arrests. 

To clinch his case, so far as the character 
of the hotel is concerned, Assistant State's 
Attorney Korshak put on the witness stand 
a number of persons who own property or 
live in its vicinity and who for many months 
have taken a shocked interest in the doings 
of the Medinah's guests. 

Mrs. John Calvert one of the neighbors, 
testified from her apartment at 849 North 
Clark street she has a clear view into the 
rooms of the hotel. It has been her custom 
in hot weather to turn down the gas and sit 
at a front window.. The patrons of the 
Medinah seldom bother to pull down the 
shades or turn out the lights when they 
have retired to the privacy of their apart- 
ments, she said, ahd consequently she has 
been compelled either to leave the window or 
to watch their actions.

New London, Conn., June 19.—[Special.]— 
Just four inches separated the knifelike 
prows of the Yale and Harvard varsity eight 

Donred shells in their annual struggle for 
gupremacy on the Thames river this after- 
moon, and those four inches proved sufficient 
to give Yale its first victory over the Crim- 
gon in seven years. Yale finished the four 
mile race in 21:16. By the smallest part of 

a fraction, so small that the average stop 
watch could not catch the difference, Har- 
vard, the favorite, flashed across the finish- 
ing line in second place. 

For several minutes the result was in 
doubt. Thousands who had lined the water's 
edge shrieked hysfrically as the rival crews. 
exerting every possible ounce of physical 
energy. struggled like mania¢s to force their 
Shell across the line. Only after a hurried 
conference of the judges, followed by the 
waving of the Yale flag, did the outcome 
come known officially. 

Harvard Takes Minor Races. 

Although Harvard lost the feature con- 
test, the Crimson carried off the minor hon- 
ors. Coach Jim Wray’s pupils won the eight- 
oared event for junior crews by seven lengths 
and the freshman contest by four lengths of 
open water. In both contests Harvard 
gained the lead and held it to the finish. 

On board of the judges’ boat, following the 
finish of the varsity race, the arbiters of Lhe 
contest could be seen frantically gesticu- 
lating in conference, while first a blue flag 
and then a crimson one was waved at the 
end of the long pole. On the observation 
trains the Yale and Harvard followers yelled 
like madmen when the flags were lifted al- 
ternately to the breezes. Slowly the Harvard 
colors began to descend as the judges finaily 
resorted to the megaphones and screamed 
across the water, announcing Yale’s brilliant 
victory. 


Tale Legions Go Wild. 

Then the Yale legions lost all restraint 
and the Blue, so long furled at the end of 
the annual dual regattas, flashed forth in 
the hands of thousands of students, alumni, 
and followers of Yale’s athletic fortunes. 
Shore and water appeared to be buried under 
the mass of fluttering color and the sharp 
Yale cheers drowned out the long drawn 
out Harvard ‘rahs. Yale had come into 
fts own again after a period of rowing re- 
‘verses that tried the hearts of even the most 
loyal. 

But the victdrs and vanquished saw or 
heard little of the celebration for they were 
too exhausted. Drifting slowly up stream 
with the tide went the two shells, side by 
side, just as they had been during the twen- 
ty-one minutes” of battle.

The catcher stood at a sefe distance behind 
the batter, ready to catch the ball on the 
first bound. The rules. dictated that if he 
caught the third strike on the first bound 
the batter was out; otherwise he must throw 
to first base to put him ofit. Likewise, the 
fielders; or scouts,“ were permitted to 
catch hits on the firat bound. Three outs re- 
tired the side. 

The team that first scored twenty-one 
runs, or aces, regardless of the number 
of innings played, was accounted the win- 
ner. After the game the players resorted to 
one of the famous taverns of the day, where 
the victors had a dinner at the expense of the

Chicagoan’s Recommendations 
on South American Trade 
to Be Distributed. 


IS PRAISED BY REDFIELD. 


Advocates Yankee Sales Agencies, 
Banks, and Steamship 
Lines. 


{BY A STAFT CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., June 19.—[Special. }— 
The report of B. N. Hurley of Chicago to 
Secretary Redfield of the department of 

commerce on trade conditions and prospects 
in South America ie to be printed by the de- 
partment and distributed to all American 
exporters for their use. Mr. Hurley’s find- 
ings are of extraordinary importance to 
every manufacturer and exporter in the 
middle west. 

Secretary Redfield said today that this 
report, which Mr. Hurley submitted a few 
days ago, based on his recent trip to South 
America, is the most comprehensive review 
of existing conditions and the best outline 
for future action in Latin America which 
has yet come to his attention. 

The department intends to make an excep- 
tion to a general rule in distributing the 
Chicagoan’s opinions free. 4 small fee 
usually is charged for the departmental 
bulletins, but Secretary Redfield says Mr. 
Hurley's work is so valuable he intends to 
place it in the hands of every exporter and 
every prospective exporter on the depart- 
mental records, that all may be assured of 
having it. 


Hurley’s Three Recommendations, 

a Hurley makes three primary recom- 
ndations for the increase of American 
exports to Latin America. They are: 

1. The establishment of a network of sales 
organizations and trading houses. 

2. The development of steamship lines ply- 
ing directly between North and South Ameri- 
can points. 

3. The establishment of American banks 
and credit agencies in South America. 

Secondary considerations are the encour- 
agement of American business men to send 
young men to South America to familiarize 
themselves with the people and to grow up 
in business; the establishment by the state 
and comrerce departments of more efficient 
diplomatic and commercial agencies; and the 
creation of a news exchange by which South 
American news will be handied properly in 
North America and North American news 
will receive proper and just treatment in 
South America.

LAKE EXCURSION BOATS NEED 
‘NO LIFEBOATS, HOUSE RULES. 
Modifies Seamen’s Bill Also to Provide 


Granting Men Half Their -Earned 
Wages Every Fifth Day in Port. 


Washington, D. C., June 19. [Special. 
The house committee on merchant marine 
and fisheries today reported the seamen’s 
bill to the house with materia! modifications 
of the provisions relating to the great lakes. 
The committee will ask a special rule to 
hasten its passage. 

The provision for lifeboats for all on the 
lake excursion steamers plying bet ween Chi- 
cago and nearby harbors on the great lakes 
is stricken out. The committee believed 
there was too little danger of loss of life to 
force such an expense. The hearings showed 
the vessels are constantly in sight of one 
another and usually where help can be had 
quickly. 

The measure provides that every seaman 
on a vessel of the United States shall be 
entitled to receive on demand from the 
master of the vessel to which he belongs 
one-half of the wages which he shall have 
then earned at every port where such vessel, 
after the voyage has been commenced, shall 
load or deliver cargo before the voyage is 
ended, provided such demand shall not be 
made oftener than ou in five days, 


FRISCO RECEIVERS TO FIGHT

St. Louis, Mo., June 19.—Pilans of the re- 
ceivers of the St. Louis and San Francisco 
Rallroad to contest the liability of the Frieco 
for bonds of $26,000,000 issued by the New 
Orleans, Texas and Mexico railroad became 
known here today. John D. Johnson and 
Loomis Johnson, attorneys for the receivers, 
confirmed the news. : 

When the Frisco bought the St. Louis, 
Brownsville and Mexico road the purchase 
price was included in the New Orleans, Tex- 
as and Mexico bond issue, payment of which 
was guaranteed by the Frisco.

Such a connection, it is held, is nec- 
essary, under the laws of Missouri, to make 
legal the purchase of one railroad by an- 
other. 

The Frisco is a Missouri road, and there- 
fore is governed by Missouri laws. As the 
purchase was illegal, it will be contended, the 
bond issue that made possible the purchase 
also is illegal.

Senate Passes Overman Reso- 
lution Without Dissent- 
ing Vote. 


NO SPECIAL COMMITTEE, 


Privileges and Elections Body 
Gets Inquiry; May Start 
Hearings Today. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., June 19.—[Special.]}— 
The senate today ordered an investigation 
“thorough and complete into the use of 
stationery of two senate committees in the 
promotion of the so-called Gold Hill Consol- 
idated company and of the sending of an em- 
ployé of the treasury department to look 
over the property of said company” and 
other matters relating to the promotion of 
the Gold Hill company. 

The resolution was amended to provide 
that the investigation should be conducted 
by the senate committee on privileges and 
elections, of which Senator Kern is chair- 
man, instead of by u special committee of 
five senators. The resolution authorizes the 
committee on privileges and elections acting 


as a body or through a subcommittee to con- 
duct the investigation. 


May Start Quiz Today. 

The regular meeting day of the committee 
on privileges and elections is Saturday, and 
it is not unlikely that a meeting will be heid | 
tomorrow, although it had not been definitely 
arranged this afternoon. 

Some of the members of the committee on 
privileges and elections are members of other 
important committees which are busy at 
this time, and some difficulty may be experi- 
enced in getting a quorum tomorrow, if a 
meeting is to be held. Members of the com- 
mittee expressed the opinion today that a 
subcommittee of five, three Democrats and 
two Republicans, would probably be appoint- 
ed to conduct the investigation. 

The resolution was passed substantially 
in the form in which it was introduced, aside 
from the change as to the committee in 
charge.

OFFERINGS LIGHT 
Large Export Sales Again Re- 


ported; Selling Pressure 
Increases on Rally.

er ot old wheat helped hold wheat prices 

y. There was moderate commission 
seu selling on the rallies, but offerings 
were absorbed easily on the breaks. Export 
sales of 500,000 bu old wheat from Chicago 
and 200,000 bu new wheat were reported, with 
120,000 bu old winter wheat sold to milla. 
Charters were made for 600,000 bu old wheat 
to Buffalo. 

Hard winter wheat at Kansas City sold at 
980. and prices there for hard wheat were 
1@4c up, it being claimed that Kansas City 
was almost high enough to ship wheat from 
Chicago there, and prices were closing to a 
working basis. Offerings of new wheat from 
the country were fair, and Illinois is selling 
wheat freely. Final prices here showed net 
gains for the day of %@%40; Liverpool was 
%@%d up; Paris unchanged to 0 up; Ant- 
werp and Berlin —— and Budapest 
50 up. 

December in Better Demand. 

The December was in good demand, open- 
ing %@%c higher. King-Farnum and Harris- 
Winthrop led the buying of the far off deliv- 
ery. Armour, Clement-Curtis, Ware-Leland, 

zand open board houses were fair buyers of 
other months. Lamson was a good seller 
of wheat. Receipts here were small at 19 
cars, with 21 inspected yesterday. Primary 
points received 852,000 bu, against 640,000 
bu a year ago. Northwest arrivals were 
about half as many as 4 year ago at 139 
cars, and Winnipeg had 257 cars, against 
202 cars last year. 

Clearances for the week were 8,600,000 bu, 
against 5,238,000 bu a year ago, and total 
world's shipments were estimated at 11. 200,“ 
000 bu, compared to 12,448,000 bu a year ago. 
A liberal decrease is expected in on passage 
stocks. Clearances for the day were 380,000 
bu wheat and flour. Minneapolis stocks 
showed a decrease for the week of 1,000,000 
bu and Duluth stocks decreased 563,000 bu. 


Harvest Conditions Fine. 

Weather conditions were favorable for 
harvest throughout most of the winter wheat 
belt. In some sections rains have delayed 
cutting, but on the whole conditions have 
been unusually favorable so far. Practical- 
ly all of the Oklahoma crop is in shock 
and the cutting is general in Kansas except 
in some of the western counties. In the 
northwest and in Canada conditions are fa- 
vorable, according to prominent northwest- 
ern grain men who were here yesterday. 


Liverpool reported better continenfal demand 
for wheat with smaller Russian offerings. Ship- 
ments of Russian and Danubian wheat for the week 
were estimated at 4,250,000 but. Plate shipments 
were 736.000 bu, Indian 1,584,000 bu, and Aus- 
ttralian 640,000 bu. The prospects for smaller 
world’s shipments this week and the bullish ad- 
vices from this side were the main factors in 
stimulating buying at Liverpool. 


Corn Prices Irregular. 


In corn the main feature was the selling pressure 
on the July. There was considerable liquidation 
and short sellers, finding the support in the near 
month feeble, took occasion to hamimer prices. 
Longs did not like the idea of taking delivery of 
No. 2 mixed corn, as there is little demand for 
it apparently. Final prices here were %c off to 
e higher. A good demand existed for December 
corn, and Shearson-Hammill, Geahart, and local 
bulls bought September. On the selling side Bar-
